The Dixie AsHocintion of Ihc Deal. 

At the meeting of the North 
Carolina State Association of the 
Deaf at Winston-Salem August 
24-27th. a number of leading deaf 
people of several Southern States 
were present and steps were taken 
to form “The Dixie Association ol 
the Deaf.” 

The matter was handled in a dif¬ 
ferent spirit from that pervading 
the propaganda put forth last spring 
in the papers for tlie deaf by one or 
two self-stvled “Spokesman for the 
Southern Deaf,”—there is no in¬ 
dication th’at the new Association is 
to come into being with a chip on its 
shoulder and the promoters disclaim 
any purpose to attempt to make it 
a rival of the National Association. 

The character of the men and 
women appointed to carry out the 
plans for organization is a promise 
that the policies of the new Associa 
tion will be clean and wholesome. 

'The editor of the.Standard has 
opposed the formation of the 
Association for two reasons,—first

o c a belief that there is no field of 
usefulness for another Association. 
The first objection has been dispos¬ 
ed of. but the second—will the pro¬ 
moters please point, out a single 
problem that cannot he handled by 
either the local State Associations or 
the National Association of the Deaf
